To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newbury, in the County 
of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to vote in town 
affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall, in 
said Newbury, on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March next, 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation of the same. 

3. To see if the town will vote to raise money to pay 

the whole or a part of the town debt. 

4. To see if the town will vote to accept state aid for 
highways, and appropriate money for the same. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise five hundred 
dollars to build the road near Newbury station laid out by 
the selectmen. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise $1,794 (seventeen 
hundred and ninety-four dollars) to continue the trunk line 
road. : 

?%. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 
buy or acquire land for gravel banks in different parts of 
the town, to be used on highways, and appropriate money for 
the same. 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise seventy-five dol- 
lars for Memorial day. 
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9. To elect a delegate to a convention to revise the con- 
stitution of the state, to be holden at Concord on June 5, 
1918. 

To hear the reports of agents, auditors, or officers here- 
tofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto.
